The  district  is  a large  sparsely  populated  area  surrounding 
le  Borough  of  Dorchester. 

There  are  no  large  industrial  concerns,  the  occupations 
3ing  mainly  agricultural  in  character. 

Infectious  disease  v/as  prevalent  during  the  year, 
specially  Measles  and  Y/hooping  Cough,  A fev?  cases  of  non- 
Dtifiahle  diseases  were  also  investigated,  Infectious 
aundice  in  the  north  and  t\¥o  cases  of  Weils  Disease  in  the 
astern  part  of  the  district, 

I feel  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  this  year  might 
3 summed  up  in  the  word  ’’Endeavour", 

I am  grateful  to  the  Council  for  the  temporary  appointment 
f an  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  Vvhich  has  enabled  the 
apartment  to  clear  a lot  of  outstanding  work,  and  the  carrying 
at  of  work  such  as  more  regulai?  sampling  of  v/ater  supplies 
Lthout  which  an  appreciation  of  the  potential  sources  of  danger 
a health  cannot  be  correctly  assessed,  and  I am  only  sorry  that 
le  extension  of  the  appointment  could  not  have  been  granted. 

The  response  of  the  trades  to  the  Clean  Pood  Campaign 
an  I believe,  be  deemed  as  satisfactory,  and  I extend  my 
lanks  for  their  co-operation, 

I do  reiterate  my  comments  of  last  year,  that  Housing  is 
le  worst  hazard  in  the  district  and  that  satisfactory  Public 
3alth  cannot  be  attempted  until  these  dangers  to  health  are 
amoved.  The  potential  danger  to  health  of  the  numerous 
itments  in  the  district  is  a constant  worry. 

The  control  of  health  cannot  be  pigeon-holed  to  one 
[•anch  of  the  Health  Service  - that  is  the  preventative  - 
it,  the  early  ascertainment  of  diseases  by  the  doctors  in 
sneral  Practice  and  the  Hospital  services  is  very  important, 
wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  their  help,  I believe  a 
Loser  link  between  these  services  will  prove  all  powerful  in 
le  elimination  of  disease,  and  this  is  where  I think  the 
3uncil*s  help  is  needed,  that  is  in  overcoming  the  housing 
coblem  - the  conditions  under  which  patients  live  v/ould  dim 
le  endeavour  of  the  finest  of  doctors,  when  they  have  to 
icommend  fresh  air  and  sunshine  and  the  hospital  doctor  must 
link,  is  my  effort  worth  v/hile,when  they  have  to  send  patients 
ack  to  such  homes  for  convalescence.  The  old  adage  is  still 
?u.e  - 

"V/here  the  sunshine  enters,  the  Doctor  does  not".

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Measles  was  V0i»y  prevalent  during  the  year,  usually  It  is  a dis- 
ease occurring  in  the  autumn,  hut  this  year  the  peak  was  in  June, 

I smaller  outbreak  of  ntfhooping  Couch  ran  at  the  same  time  and 
rollowed  a similar  course.  The  latter  disease  is  now  one  of  the 
nost  dangerous,  especially  to  young  babies,  but  there  is  hope  that 
Ln  the  near  future  immunisation  will  control  it  as  in  Diphtheria, 


Tho  Dysentory  outbreak  was  due  to  the  Sonne  type  of  bacillus, 

:ho  cases  being  notified  over  a period  of  five  months,  thus  showing 
:ho  difficulty  of  controlling  this  disease,  even  though  most  of 
iho  cases  occurred  in  a closed  community.  No  deaths  occurred, 

Tho  two  cases  of  Weils  disease  occurred  within  ten  days  of  each 
3thor,  and  although  they  lived  just  over  a mile  apart  no  apparent 
jonnoction  was  discovered,  in  one  case  the  patient  was  bitten  by 
1 rat  and  in  the  other  evidence  of  rat  infection  was  visible  - both 
patients  were  adults,  both  were  hospitalised  and  both  recovered# 
iiats  submitted  for  analysis  showed  no  evidence  of  tho  germs.

A Campaign  v/as  commenced  in  May  1951  in  conjunction  with  the 
borough  of  Dorchester.  Clean  food  talks  and  discussions  irere 
^iven  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspectors  of  both  Authorities,  different  branches  of  the  trades 
'/ere  taken  on  separate  nights.  Films  on  Clean  Food  were  shown  - 
I would  like  to  thank  the  Central  Office  of  Information  for  their 
lelp  in  this  matter.  The  response  was  gratifying,  many  traders 
travelling  long  distances  to  attend. 

The  talks  v/ere  held  at  the  Clinic  kindly  loaned  by  the 
"ounty  Council,  and  I v/ish  to  thank  the  County  Council  for  their 
)o-operation.  Further  follow  up  visits  to  help  the  traders, are 
low  being  carried  out. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES 


Much  progress  v/as  made  during  the  year  to  catch  up 
on  Water  Sampling  which  had  fallen  off  hecnuse  of  the  in- 
sufficiency of  staff,  and  in  two  CLuite  large  supplies, 
immediate  action  had  to  he  taken  to  chlorinate  supplies, 

I cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  need  for  the  continua- 
tion of  this  regular  sampling,  hut  without  additional  staff, 
it  cannot  he  carried  out. 

The  provision  of  water  supplies  to  the  villages  is  now 
proceeding  rapidly. 

During  the  year  new  v/ater  mains  are  in  process  of  being 
laid  in  the  villages  of  Sydling  St.Micholas  and  Up-Sydling, 
Grimstone,  Stratton  and  Prampton,  Winterhorne  Ahhas, 
Yifinterhorne  Steepleton  and  Winterhorne  St, Martin,  Also  an 
extension  to  the  Hamlet  of  Doles  Ash,  Piddletrenthide, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  & REFUSE

I am  not  at  all  happy  about  the  smaller  sewage  disposal 
v/orks  in  parts  of  the  district,  in  some  cases,  we  know  there 
are  often  difficulties  in  proper  disposal  ^it-t  a reasonable 
cost,  hut  communal  health  must  come  first. 

However,  good  progress  is  being  made  in  the  larger 
villages  with  main  schemes,  and  in  one  village  which  has  a 
large  hospital  negotiations  are  taking  place  with  the  neigh- 
bouring Authority  for  disposal  at  their  works,
